WHAT THE NEW 
FISHING LAW 
REALLY MEANS 


Provisions of The Enactment 
Which Goes Into Effect 
in July . 


So nuv'.y inquiries are being received 
daily about the provisions of the new 
fishing law that goes into effect in July 
that court officials have 
decided 
to 
mane public the full provisions of the 
htU 
It is one to amend Section 1430 of 
ihe General Code of Ohio, relative to 
the fishing license. 
It reads in en­ 
tirety as follows: 


Fish'<ng license. 
Xo person shall 
take or eaten any fish by angling with 
reel and rod in any of the waters of 
ihe state of Ohio or engage m fishing 
with reel and rod in such waters with­ 
out first having procured a license so 
to do. 
Said license shall he procured 
in the manner provided for taking out 
hunting and trapping licenses. The ap­ 
plicant shall pay to the clerk naving 


authority to issue such 
license 
the 


sum of two dollars, if a non resident 


and the sun of one dollar, if a resident 


of Ohio, » a license fee therefor, to 


get her with the sum of 25 cty .ts if a 


ron resident a nd tea cents if a resident 
as a fee 
t i e clerk; pro v ided, ho w­ 
ever, thaf any perso n under the a g e 
of eighteen y ears ma y take o r catch 
fish by angbng without a license. The 
provisions of the hunting and trapping 
’icense fee section of this state in so 
far as the name are applicable to the 
hcenso fees herein provided for shall 
apply to all licenses under tlrs sec* 
ion: provifl el, however that in addi- 
' ion to tit» clerk of courts, village and 
tow.ship clerk, the chief of the fish 
and gan e division be empowered to 
permit responsible persons 
in each 
municipality 
village and township to 
issue fislvng licenses 
All mcvioy de­ 
rived from such licenses are hereby 
appropriated for the use of the director 
of 
agriculture

wise acquiring title to land for said
